December, 1881, of Michael Crawford, ex-gaoler. 

Mr. Crawford was a native of Enniskillen, Fermanagh 
County, Irelund. He came to Canada in 1818 apd after 
remaining here for a year, went to Rew York City, 
th^noe he returned to Toronto. Shortly after this N 
he came with his father and settled in Toronto Township, 
on the Lake Shore Road,where he remained until he 
was appointed jailer for this county, and came to 
reside in Brampton. In the year 1835 he married a 
daughter of Mr. Wesley 'flats on, Toronto Township. He 
had ten children, eight of whom are still living. 

He was a prominent member ,pf the Orange Association, 


and was County Master, in Peel for over twelve years
